We were furprifed at the number of 
Chriftian renegadoes that refide at Mo- 
cha.

change. Reduced to a pitiful fubfiftence,

alone fought their fafety at this price, 
had not the example of a Greek prieft 
fomewhat fhaken our opinion. This 
pricit, by name Ananias, I remember to 
have heard mentioned in Bengal, as a mi-

fhort fay at Mocha; and is one of the 
greatelt inftances of the infirmity of hu- 
man nature, which has come within the 
{phere of my obfervation. 

Having taken in proper provifions, they 
re-embarked on a voyage up the Red Sea 
to Suez, which ts but a fhort journey from 
Grand Cairo. The paflage up the Red 
Sea, little known to Eurepeans, is ren- 
dered extremely dangerous by rocks and 
thoals, and, rhe wind being againft them,

upon one tack ; their method was to 
make one fhore about fun-fet, then to 
tack and ftand over for the oppofite thore 
until day-break. . 

When the veffel had beat wp in that 
manner for fome time, they fuddenly 
found them({elves about fun. fet on a hazy 
evening driven by the current among a 
line Fraks and fhoals on the Arabian 
coaft, and in imminent danger of deftruc- 
tion. The fnow Aurora had been Joftin 
the fame place, about fix months before. 
After an anxious perilous night, and va- 
rious intricate traver(es, they took refuge 
in the harbour of Yambo, that appeared 
in ight in the morning. Here they con- 
gratulated themfelves with a conolufion 
of their troubles, havimtg heard of the 
hofpitality of the place, from the crew of 
the above fhip-wrecked veffel, who had 
owed their fafety to the inhabitants. 
This port was in the neighbourhood of 
Medina; and as the Adventure had 
landed a confiderable fum of money at 
Mocha, being a prefent from the nabob 
of the Carnatic to the temple of Mecca, 
they doubted not of receiving the moft 
favourable treatment at Yambo., 

Neverthelefs, after the gentlemen with 
the captain had been decoyed afhore by 
the moft plaufible invitation from the vi- 
zier of the town; and being amufed in 
their negociations for a pilot to conduédt 
the thip to Suez ; they were at length re- 
fufed all affiftance by the vizier, under 
pretence of waiting for an order from the 
Xerif of Mecca, and in the mean time a 
guard was placed over them, and they 
were kept in ftri&t confinement. In the 
evening, the vizier fent to the captain to 
defire he would order the thip into the 
harbour. They now began to fulpe& 
that fome black delign was in agitation, 
and their firft refolution was to attempr 
to gain their boat by force, and returo 
on board. But whilft they were con- 
fulting on this point, their boat's crew 
was fent to the fame piace of confine 
ment, and the boat itfe!f removed to fome 
fecret place—Freth injunétions were alfo 
fent to the captain to order the thip into 
harbour. As they had no doubts but 
thar this was done with a defign to get 
the veffel into their power, and thereby 
prevent the citcovery of their villainy ; 
they refolved, as the only chance of 
faving the r lives, to tend pofitive orders 
to the mate to weigh or flip his anchor 
with the firit favourab'e wind, make the 
beft of his way to judda, and acquaint 


the Englith ships there with their fitua- 
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tion. This was accordingly done~a 
faithful Arabian who had been their in- 
terpreter, and had attached himfelf to 
them, carried the letter to the vizier—hig 
ignorance of our language favoured their 
defign, and the interpreter paffed it off for 
an order to come immediately into har. 
bour. For two days, the wind being un- 
favourable, they were in the molt dread. 
ful fufpence. At length they faw the 
thip getting under way ; but the weather 
fuddenly changing, fie ran amongft the 
breakers: the Arabians attacked her 
from the thore, and the people on board 
were afraid of defending themfelves, as 
the confequence of killing an Arabian, 
would have been the certain death of the 
party on fhore. They foon after got pof- 
feffion of the thip, and took out all the 
guns and {mall arms. 

During the three days they had now 
been here, many trading boats having fail- 
ed in and out of the harbour, the vizier was 
deprived of all hopes of making a fecret 

rize of the veffel. He therefore entered 
into a kind of treaty with the prifoners, 
and after extorting confiderable fums of 
money from them, and detaining them a 
month, by which time, the northern 
monfoons fet in, he agreed to fend them 
away to Suez in a boat, for which, they 
were to pay the extravagant price of 650 
dollars. However, they had nothing lett 
but te fubmit, and the company, cuniilt- 
ing of Mr. Irwin, major Alexander, 
lieutenant * * *, attended by four fervants 
and Ibrahim, the Arabian interpreter, 
embarked on board their boat. This 
boat, which from the price they paid for 


her, they named the Impofition, afforded — 


thefe four gentlemen no more accommoda- 
tion than a (quare of about five feet dia- 
meter, being formed of their chelts, with 
no defence againft the mid-day fun or 
mid-night dews. Their fervauts and 
the boat's crew fufficiently occupied the 
reft. 

At the commencement of this voyage, 
the lieutenant before- mentioned dilco- 
vered by many extravagances, thar the 
treatment they had received at Yambo 
had difordered his intetleéts, He had 
hetrayed fears for his life from his firit 
entrance into the boat, ard retarded their 
departure by etcaping athore, where he 
vem back to the vizier to communicate his 
apprehenhons. He was brought on board 
again, where every thing was done to 
qiet his mind, and divert ham 5 but with 
to little fuccefs, that the Arabs were in 
turn alarmed at his mad freaks, and po-

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fitively refufed to proceed on their voyage, 
sf he remained on board. In this dilem- 
ma they were forced to fend the poor man 
back to Yambo, with a recommendation 
th the care of capt. Bacon of the Adven- 
gure; and had afterwards the fatistaction 
to hear of his recovery. 

After a fedious co: ftine voyage up the 
Arabian thore fora morth, the boatmen, 
when they a rived at the guiph of Suez, 
Rtooil over to tve Keyotian fhore under 
the advantace of the nig he, and made for 
the port of Corre, is about half 
way between Yambo and Suez.

Accordicgly, at 
two o'clock, we mounted our camels, tn 
fpite of their importunities to wait until 
the evening, and moved on, in the molt 
fultry day I had ever felt in toe Katt. 
We toon rejor.el the merchants camels, 
which had taken fthelrer under a thorn 
tree at fome diltance, and were ready to 
atrend us. Woaile unted withthis boty, 
we did nor fear going attray; and pur 
fuec-our courie, under a full fecurity of 
being on the road to Ghinna'!, ‘We had 
no water, bur what our earthen gug!icts 
cont ined; and this was foon expended. 
It is impoffible to deferibe what we fuf- 
fered from beat and thirft during this 
flage. A mouthful or two of dirty water, 
which one of our guards eave me, «made 
me forget for the moment his recent info.

wandered on in agony and darknefs, 


; There 1s no doubt that our Arabian 
comparions partook in fome meafare of 
jour fufferings; but they were'too much 
accuftumed to the fun, to feel all the ef- 
| feéts of his fury ; and we had fome rea. 
' fon to fufpeét, that their flock of water 


laited long after ours had failed us. To 
crown tins fcene of diflrels, we at length 
overtook the thaik, who, we learnt, had 
been difgppointed in replentthing his tkins, 
by the appearance of wild-Ayrabs about 
the {prings. This news founded like the 
-knel! of death in our ears 3 not from the 
neighbourhood of thefe robbers, who 
were once fo formidable to our fears, but 
from the ablence of a fluid, on which we 
fuppoled our lives to depend. Faint and 
foivitieis, therefore, we toiled on until 
eight o'clock at night, when we halted, 
without having encountered any foe in 
the way. But tar differcnt was this hale- 
ing*place from any other we had come 
to. Without a draught of water to 
mo'tten cur throats, uw was impraéticable 
moriel ot bread; and the 
pain and wearineis under which our bo- 
dies laboured, were too extreme to admit 


of a momentary repofe. Ovegwhelmed 


with huoger, thirft, and fatigue, we fat 


ourleives upon the ground, and revolved 
our melancholy fituation in bience, Every 
tkin was aliernately ranfacked by us for 
water, and not an article left wotrred that 
was likely to produce the lealt moiflure, 
My compa 1 nsadl had uniucktly re- 
courfe to raw oimrons, which were amone 
the baggage. But no fooner had we 
talted of this pr tent root, than we re- 
pected of our rafincls. The effeét was 
que contrary to cur hopess and ous 
drought was frijtaied to the bighelt de- 
gree. Tins ftage was tix hours, or fif- 
cen mics. 

After five days journey throug! thefe 
deferts, they at length arrived at Ghin- 
jnah, on the banks of the Nile, where 
they again found’ themfelves in much 
lworfe hands than aC fie, Their iand- 
lord and the viz er of the city leagued to« 
| ether, and by fundry artifices and far- 
| cical pleas of difficulties, contrived to 
jdetain them from thew voyage down the 
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Fiver, and to drain them of their money 
and every valuable articie, even to their 
arms and wearing apparel, that they faw 
in their poffeffion: thefe extortions tney 
were obliged to fubmit to, finding by ex- 
perience that among thefe people refiltance 
never produced redrefs. After having 
been kept prifoners by their !andlord, 
fubjeét to a barefaced courfe of depreda- 
tion, they were at length happily refcved 
from thefe plunderers, by the long ex- 

fed arrival of the thaik U! Arab, 
whofe character and behaviour Mr. Irwin 
thus defcribes : 

Ifman Abu Ally, the great thaik of the 
Arabs—for fuch we would render the 
fhaik Ul Arab—is a thort fat man, of 
about five feet two inches high, and 
turned, as we learn, of feventy-five. His 
eyes are grey, and his complexion very 
fair; but, what at once gives him a fin- 
gular and more youthful /ook, his beard, 
which is very buthy, is coloured of a 
bright yellow. This exterior may not 
feem the moft promifing, and might create 
diftafle, if the benevolence that beams 
from his countenance, were not foremott 
to fecure the heart of the beholcer, 
Neither can the fheilinefs of his voice, 
which is harth and diffonant, defltrey th: 
beauty of the fentiments, which it 1s 
made ule of to convey. He is ftiil adtive, 
fora man of his fize and age; and his 
fpirits are fo good, that were it not for 
the ravage that time has made among his 
tecth, he might pafs for a younger man 
by twenty years at leat. Except the vi-

Meer Aflud, therefore, torfeeimg that he

Chunda Saheb,»notwithftanding thefe 
misfortunes, continued té defend the city 
with great refolution, and protracted the 

until the greateft part of his provi- 
fons was confumed, and a confiderable 
number of his men, with fome of his beft 
officers, killed. The dread of. famine 
had alfo caufed many so defert ; thofe re- 
maining, wore out with fatigues, calied 
upon nim, with one voice, to- furrender, 
He de'ivered up the city and himfelf on | 
the 26th of March, 1741, after having 
fuftained a fiege of three months. ‘The 
Morattoes placed him, with bis fon, and | 
feveral principa! officers, urder the ftrié- | 
ef confinement, in‘ending to be well paid | 
for the sanfom of their perfons. After 
fome time {pent in draining Tritchano- | 
poly of all they could find valuable in it, | 
they appornied Morari-row, one of their | 
enerals, viceroy of the kingdom, and 
Fovins fourteen thoufand of their bett 
troops under his command, returned to 
their own country, where they confined 
their prifoners in a ftrong fort in the | 
neighbourhood of Sattarah, their metro- 
lis. 

The Morattoes, by the p: fleffion of 
Trichanopoly, were now become of ene. | 
mies, allies to Subder Ally; and the im- | 
prifonment of Chunda Saheb, at fuch a 
diftance from the Carnatic, removed the 
only leader deemed capable of exciting tn- 
teftine commotions. But the refentment | 
of Nizam-al muluck {till remained to be} 
appealed, which could only be done by ' 
remitting to him thofe large arrears of ' 
revenues which the nabob Doalt Ally, | 
availing himfelf of the convulfions of the 
empire, had withheld. Subder Ally, 
therefore, was convinced, that a florm | 
would break upon him from this quarter, | 
as foon as Nezam-al-muluc himéfelf thould 
have none to fear from Delhi; but as this 
time was not yet come, he determined not | 
to exhauit bis treafures fiom the appre- | 
henfion of dangers, which, although pro- | 
bable, were (till uncertain ; he amufed | 
Nizam-al-muluck with humble excules, | 
founded on the poverty to which he pre- | 
tended to be reduced, by the incursions of | 
the Morattoes ; and even demeaned him- 
felf fo faras to give out, he intended to go 
to Arabia, and there {pend the remainder 
of his days in aéts of devotion at the 
tomb of his prophet. 

The poverty to which he pretended to 
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be reduced, was as little real as the fpirit 
of devotion which he affe&ted, for the 
greateft part of bis father’s treafure had 
been preferved under the care of his mo- 
ther, when the took refuge in Pondicherry, 
However, the late calamities left fuch an 
impreffion of terror upon his mind, that 
he did not venture to keep his court is 
the open and defencelefs city of Arcot, 
but teok up his refidence in Velore, which 
was well fortified, and its citadel built 
two hundred years ago by the Morattoes, 
the ftrongeft in the Carnatic: with the 
fame fpirit of precaution, he fent the wo- 
men and children of his family, together 
with his treafures, to Madrafs, giving 
this preference to the Englith nation by 
the advice of Meer Affud, who already 
fufpested the connexions which fubfifted 
between Chunda Saheb and Mr. Du- 
pleix, the governor of Pondicherry. From 
Velore the nabob made feveral vilits to 
his family at Madrafs, and thefe journies 


were reported to Nizam-al-muluck as 


proofs. of his intention to proceed from 
thence by fea to Mecca. 

The commanders of all the forts and 
towns in the Carnatic had bees affeffed in 
fums proportioned to their incomes, which 
were levied at ftated periods, in order to 
difcharge the ranfom of the province due 
to the Morattoes. The government of 
Velore was the richeft fief fubje& to the 


inabob of Arcot, and by the treafures 
' which Mortiz Ally inherited from his fa- 


ther, as al/o by avery pa: fimonious ma- 
nagement of the revenue of his govern- 
ment, he was become the richeft man in 
the province. Having married the filter 
of Subder Ally, and being likewife near- 
ly related to him by birth, he thoughe 
that thefe tiles of kindred, joined to the 
reception which he gave to the nabob and 
his court, would excufe him from the 
necellity of furnifhing what remained due 


| of his proportion of the general affefiment ; 


but the nabob, who knew the Morattoes 
were not to be difappointed with impuni- 
ty, and who was as unwilling as Mortiz 
Ally to difburfe his private treafures un- 
til the lait extremity, determined to 
oblige bim to furnith his contingent with 
the fame punctuality as the other go- 
vernors of the province.

Mortiz 
Ally knew he had no time to lole, and 
propoted to fome of his cfhicers, in whom 
he had the moll confideace, to goand put 
anend to the nabob’s life. Itis taid that 
all vefufed to ferve him in ths cruel com- 


der Ally had forme:ly debauched: this 
man, a Pitan, having engaged tome 
Abyilinian flaves, led them at midnight 
to the nabob’s apartment, where the few 
fervants who attended the nabob were 
alleep round his bed. They were smme- 
dia ely ferzed, ind prevente i fron m AKIDE 
refiftance.

The gates of te fort of Velore were 
Aristty guardet during this night of hor- 
ror, and thofe only who produced a par 
ticular permiffion were fuffered to pats out 
the enfuing day. So that the news of 
Subder Ally Khan's death was carned 
next morning to the army encamped near 
Velore, by emifaries employed by Mortiz 
Ally bimfelf, who reprefented it as an 
accident in which their mafter had no part, 
and imputed it to the fudden refeatment 
of fome of the principal officers, of whom 
the nabob had treated feveral with igno- 
minous language, and had affronted one 
by a blow. Bat fuch was the general 
opinion of Mortiz Ally’s charaéter, that 
the foldiery immedtately flew to their 
arms, and cried ovtintumult, that their 
nabob had been affaflinated by the go 
vernor of Velore. The principal officers 
of the army were abfent celebrating the 
fealt; and the foldiery, left to their own 
conduct, in the firft impulfe of deteitation, 
threatened to ftorm the fort immediately, 
and to maflicre all who were in its but, 
on recollection of its ftrength, this refo- 
lution fubhided, and they agreed to wait 
the return of their officers, before they 
fhould proceed to extremities. The 
emiflaries of Mortiz Ally took advantage 
of this fufpenfion of their rage, and call- 
ed to their recolleQlion the great arrears 
of pay, which were due to them from 
Subder Ally, whe although well able, 
had conftantly evaded to fatusfy their de- 
mands; whereas if the army, they faid, 
would admit Mortiz Ally’s pretentions to 
the pn ibobthip of Arcot, and declare in 
his favour, he would doubtlefs agree to 
ai that was due to them. 

he armies of the Mahomedan princes 
of Indoftae are compoled of anumber of 
diitinét bodies of troops inlilted by differ 
entleaders ; who, with their bands, enter 
mto, and quit the fervice of different 
princes, according to the acvaniages 
which they expec to receive.

againit Mortiz Ally in proportion as the 
rerms propofed by his eniflaries appeared 
to bereal. The officers, as they arrived 
in the camp, were immediately brought 
over to his intereft by prefents ; accounts 
-ere adjulted, times of payment weie 
ftipula ed, and all officers as wel: as fol- 
diers, agreed (o acknowledge Mortiz Ally 
nabob of the Carnatic within two days 
after he had murdered Subder Ally. 
Mortiz Ally now pitched his tenss 
without the gates of Velore, and cauled 
himieif to be proclaimed nabob, In No- 
vember he made his entry with pomp inio 
the city of Arcot, and was again pro- 
claimed there, 

As foon as the firft agitations which 
this fudden and unexpected revolution 
had occationed began to fubfide, teveral 
of the principal officers in the Carnatic 


communicated to one another thew jenu- 


ments on his acceflion, and concurred in 
a deteitation of it: thefe apphed to 
Moorary row, the Morratioe governor 
of Tritchanopoly, who did not heltate 
to declare openly againft him. The Eng- 
ith at Madrafs were requetted to protect 
the fon and family of Subder Ally, to- 
gether with their wealth, notwithitanding 
any menaces which they might receive 
from Mortiz Ally; who did not fail to 
demand this prey, and had the vexation 
to find it placed owt of his reach. Se- 
veral of the principal officers of the army, 
won by the friends of Subder Ally'’s ta- 
mily, engaged to effect a general revolt. 
On a fudden the army demanded itmme- 
diate payment of the whole of ther ar- 
sears, which at Velore they had agreed to 
receive at ‘illant penods, and furround- 
ing the palace in tumult, accompanied 
their demaods with threats. 

Mortiz Ally had not courage to ftand 
this ftorm; but immediately determined 
to place himielf out of the reach of 
danger. Women of rank in Indoftan 
never appear in publics and travel in co- 
vered caiiages, Which are very rael 
flopped or examined even rn times of ful- 
picion. He theretore difguiled himleif 
ina woman's drefs, quitted Arcet mn the 
night, in a covered pallankin, ar compa- 
nied by feveral female attendants, and in 
thas equipage gained his fort of Velore 
without interruption, 

As foon as his flight was difcovered, 
the army proclaimed Seid Mahomed 
Khan, the ton ef Subdes Ally, an infant 
who reided in Madsais with his mot er,

2d. The fecond head of accufation, 
was the lofs of the St, Euftatia convoy. 
It appeared from the papers before the 
committee, that Sir George Rodney had 
written to the admiralty about this con- 
voy, beforeit failed; and acquainted the 
board with the courte it was to fteer. 
This letter was received on the 25th of 
March. When it was received, it was 
well known to the fill lord of the admi- 
ralty, as the committee had learned fiom 
the papers, that a fquadron was fitting 
out at Breft, the command of which was 
given to M. de !a Motte Piquet. Ad- 
miral Darby was then lying cff the coatt 
of Ireland: but no orders weie {ent to 
him on the fubjedt. Admiral Rodacy’s 
letter faid, the Euftatia convoy was, per- 
haps, the richelt that had ever beeo bound 
for England. 

3d. The third head of accufation was 
the letter from the admiralty to the mayor 
of Brittol—Adm, Darby, as appeared 
fiom the papers, had acquainted the ad- 
miralty, that he had fallen in with a 
Swedith brig, the mafler of which had 
informed him, that he had been boarded 
by a frigate, under Spanifh colours, be- 
Jenging to the combined ficcis, wich 
wee 
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were then in the Channel ; and that in 
confequence of this intelligence he had 
thought proper to return up the Channel 
for orders, and had put into Torbay 
In anfwer to the mayor of Briftol's 
intimation of the combined fleets being 
in the Channel, his lordthip, he faid, 
that the combined fleets were not in the 
Channel, and that admiral Darby had put 
into Torbay only to water. To thew 
how completely the admiralty either had 
been deceived itfelf, or had deceived the 
mayor of Briftol, it appeared that lord 
Stormont had, on the very day of the 
date of the admiralty letter to the mayor, 
fent an exprefs to lord Carlifle, with po- 
fitive intelligence, that the enemy was in 
the Channel. 

4th. The fourth charge related to the 
management of the Dutch war. That 
war was, he faid, of all foolifh, abfurd, 
and mad undertakings, the molt foolith, 
abfurd, and mad, It had been repre- 
fented to that Houle, in order to get them 
to approve of the war, that the Dutch 
were in a molt defencelefs ftate; that 
there was a very great party for us in 
Holland ; and that we had only to make 
a vigorous effort in the beginning, to 
give that party the fupesiority in the 
councils of the republic. Upon fuch a 
fate of the cafe, would not any one have 
expeéted that the naval minifler would 
have fignalized the outfer of the Dutch 
war by an appearance of an Englith 
fquadron in the Texel? An attack might 
furely be expedted to be attended with 
every fuccefs that we could with for ; but 
nothing was more foreign to the inten- 
tion of lord Sandwich. He fuffer-d the 
enemy to equip thofe fhips which he 
might have deftroved in the Texel, and 
then brought theth to an agtion; which 
certainly redounded greatly to the hon- 
our of admiral Parker and his cfficers, 
and of the enemy too; but which was 
far from exuding in fo decifive a viétory as 
might have been expected over an enemy 
who was reprefented as weak and ener- 
vated. In this cafe alfo, as that of the 
St. Euftatia convoy, lord Sandwich had 
many fbips which he might have fent to 
reinforce admiral Parker. The Sampfon, 
of 64 guns, was one, which, initead of 
fending dire&tly to the admiral, lord 
Sandwich fent to the grand fleet at Portf- 
mouth, where fle was to be fent for if 
wanted. 

As an epitome of all the other charges, 
he fubjoined a fifth, drawn from the 
latet curcumftance, that of the mecting

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between admiral Kempenfelt and the 
Breit fleet. He did not throw any new 
light on the fubject, except that he read 
the names of the thips which might have 
been fent out to join our rear admiral ; 
and which, including the fquadron in 
the Downs, made about twenty fal of 
the line. With ths force, which might, 
he faid, have been fen: out, 1¢ was not to 
bedoubted, but throuch the known brave- 
ry and abilities of admiral Kempenfeit, 
we fhould have completely deflroyed the 
French fleet dnd convoy. 

He concluded by“pbiérving, as he had 
done already, on a f§imer ocealion, that 
his firft mouon ought'to be for a removal 
of lord Sandwich from his majelty’s coun- 
cils; but he thought it inexpedient now; 
he would firit move a cenfure upon him, 
and if he dhould carry that, he would fol- 
low itup with an addreis to the king, 
which no doubt would have its effects ; 
and then, undoubtedly; he wou'd pur- 
fue the enquiry through every part, when 
the minifter, whofe adminiftration fhould 
be the fubject of it, fhould no longer be 
velted wich the power to defeat it, He then 
moved the followeng refylution :~—** Vhat 
it appears to this commitiee, that there 
was erofs mifmanagement in the admini- 
tration f naval attains, inthe yeara781."" 

Lord Nlulerave exprefled his furprize 
at hearing @ motion which could not be 
paffed but in diredt oppohuon to the mals 
of evidence, which the committee had 
heard read. He truiled, however, that 
though there had been found one mem- 
ber who was not afraid to fly fo openly 
in the face of ev:dence, there would be 
very few would foppert him. 

His lordiiip thea entered into a very 
mafterly defence of the earl of Sandwich’s 
condu&, replying to every aricle of ac- 
culation brought by Mr. Fox againft that 
nobleman.

In the Houle of lords, Feb. 11, the 
duke of Chandois, according to promile, 
made his feveral motions, for all fuch 
correfpondence, &c. as pafled between 
his majelty’s minstters, and the com- 
manders in America in 1781, fe ative to 
the capture of the army commanded by 
earl Cornwallis. They wese under eight 
diftin&t heads, and comprehended the 
letters that were written to and from the 
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fecretaries of ftate — the letters between 
Sir Heory Clinton and lord Cornwallis— 
the inttruGtions given to our sdmirals on 
the American and Weft India fations— 
and the information that had been re- 
ceived, both by the generals in refpect to 
the movements of the American army; 
and by miniflers as to the failing of the 
fleet under de Graffe—all which paffed as 
they were propofed, except two, viz. the 
firft and the Jatt. 

’ After fome conyerfation, the motion 
for the firft and laft papers was negatived, 
63 againft 23. Majority go. 

In the Houfe of Commons, Feb. 13, 
lord Lifburne rofe to move feveral refolu- 
tions for various fums of money, under 
the different heads of building, rebuild- 
ing, repairs, &c. of thips: and in gene- 
ral, for the ord?osry and extraordinary 
expences of the »avy for the year 1782. 
His lordfhip flated, that the efimates for 
the ordinary of the navy for the current 
year, exceeded thofe of the laft, by 23,0001. 
and he accounted for this excefs, by 
ftating, that it had been occafioned by 
the great number of officers, who had 
been put on the fuperannuated hf, by 
penfions given +o officers difabled in 
the fervice, and to the widows of thofe 
who had been flain in it. ‘The extraor- 
dinaries of the current year exceeded thofe 
of the lait by a very confiderable fam in- 
deed, no Icis than 209,0001. This ex: 
cefs arofe, he faid, from the very great 
number of thips repaired, and getting 
ready for public fervice. After this thort 
explanation, his Jordthip moved his firt 
refulution. 

The debate which followed the motion 
was, as ufual, dull, heavy, and extreme. 
ly i ular; quettions from different 
parts of the Houfe repeatedly calling up 
the-lords of the admiralty to make replies, 
and each reply begetting new queftions. 

Capt. Minchin Flefeanted a confiderable 
time on the immenfe fums of money that 


had beenh voted for the navy, and the 


comparatively fhameful ftate in which it 
now appeared. The money that had 
been voted was, he faid, either not ap- 
pled at all, or mifapplied in the mot 
thameful manner. In the reiga of king 
William, the navy of England had been 
doubled; and not more than 900,0001, 
had been expended for that purpoié; and, 
in the prefent year, the bare eltimates for 
extraordinaries, for twelve months only, 
exceeded that fum. So many millions 
had bern voted for the navy, during the 
adminifation of ford Sandwich, that, 


if the whdle riavy ef England had beea 
annihilated when that adminifiration be. 
| gan, lotd Sandwich; with the fums voted 
to him, might have built a completely 
néw navy; and yet, after ait the libera. 
lity of Parliament, there were no more 
than ninety-two thips of the line fit for 
fervice this year. It had been a pradtice; 
he obferved, with the prefént admiralty, 
to patch up fhips (merely to deceive the 
public) and fend them to fea, when they 
weré really unfit for fervice. The Blen- 
lieim, of 90 guns, bad been equipp-l, 
and ordered to join the fleet at the time 
of the grand naval review ; and fuch was 
her condition at that puncture, that, meres 
ly to attempt to join the fleet was, to her 
officers and men, a much more danger- 
ous fervice than any they could have been 
fent upon im any other thip, where the 
danger frofa enemies was the only one to 
be apprehended, She was ordered back 
again to port after the review, and there 
the remained ever fince, totally unlervice- 
able to the public; and thus whatever 
money had been expended on-he: pievi- 
ous te the review, was entirely loft.—The 
Arrogant appeared upon the eltimates for 
four or five years back; and yet it was 
not till lately that fhe was made Ar for 
fervice + had the admiralty been more 
diligent, and got this fhip, and one or 
two more in readinels, time enong! to 
have joined-admiral Gearyy that officer 
might have feen captain Moutray and hie 
convoy out of danger ; and, perhaps, by 
falling in with the Spanith fleet, have put 
an end to the Spanifh war, at a blow.-— 
The Thonderer and Sterling Caftle, the 
lofs of which had plunged many families 
into grief and mourning, were io fuch a 
ftate of repair, that he was informed by 
many expert feamen, that they were con- 
vinced thefe fhips might have weathered 
out the florm in which they were loft, i 
they had not been fent to fea, when their 
condition was much better fuited to a 
dock than the féa. From fuch mil- 
management as he difcovered throughout 
the whole conduct of the firft lord of the 
admiralty, he could no longer repofe con- 
fidence in him; and therefore he was de- 
termined not to vote a fhilling, of which 
he thould have the managemeat, 

Mr. Huffey faid be could not read the 
eltimates on the table with common pa- 
lience ; they were thamefully exorbitant ; 
and they were drawn up in a manner to 
impofé upon the public ; from thofe efti- 
mates the committee might be led to 
think, that nice new fhips would he 
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launched. sbis year hy government; but 
it was clear that this. was an impofition ; 
as three of them were to belaunched /or, 
not by government; thefe were the 
Ganges, Carnatic, and Bombay Gaftle, 
ais 5's the India company. . So that we 
were to have fewer thips of theline m ous 
fervice this year, than in the laf, yet rhe 
expences were increafing: this was an In- 
fult to the nation, and to common fenie. 
He found in the eftimates, that though 
the India company made a prefent of the 
hulls, mafis, aod yards of the above 
three men of war, .yet there was a charge 
of one thoufaid five hundred pounds tor 
each of these thips, merely in that fate, 
in which the company intended to deliver 
them to government, free of all ex sence 
{colone! Barre fuggefted to him, that

There was another great caufe of com- 
plaint in the fale of hips belonging to

of any others; thus the was fold, per- 
haps, for eight hundred pounds, and im- 
mediately after was fet up by the perfons 
concerned in the combination, who fold 
her again for one thoufand fix hundred 
pounds, and divided the profits among 
themfelves. 

The power that the workmen had to 
carry away chips, was not founded in 
economy, for he had reafon to think, 
that much ferviceable timber was de- 
ftroyed, and much time loft to the public, 
by the workmen making chips for them- 
flves. At the fales of lumber in the 
yards, he was convinced, that many fer- 
viceable articles were difpofed of under 
that name, and for a trifle; and after- 
wards fold back again to government for 
the full value. In the tran{port fervice 
there was great fault to be found, becaule 
in that department there was fhameful 
prodigality of the public nioney. He 
knew one inftance, where a tran{port, 
hired at one hundred and twenty pounds 
per month, had twe hundred pounds 
worth of oats to carry to America; the 
was out more than fixteen months; fo 
that the carriage of two hundred pounds 
worth of corn had really colt the nation 
upwards of two thoufand povads. Thele 
were public grievances, which were fuf- 
fered under the prefent admiralty ; and 
as they were of the moft ferious na- 
ture, fo he could no longer truft an ad- 
miralty that tolerated or connived at 
them. 

Me. Fox faid that a circumftance had

luded te, the committee had not come te 
any refolution, his motion having been 
negatived, there was of courfe nothing 
for the committee to report. He was re.

Houfe, a refolution; fubftantially, if not 
literally the fame, as that which, 6n 
Thurfday laft, had been rejected in the 
committee. 

Lord Mulgrave obferved, in reply to 
Mr. Holdfworth, that if he could put 
the admiralty in the way of coming to the 
proofs of feveral of the things he had 
mentioned in his fpeech, he might reit af- 
fured that the board would leave nothing 
undone to bring the offenders to punith. 
ment. The felling of riging of prizes 
was merely in confequence of the differ- 
eace which fometimes was found between 
the rigging of foreign dhips and that of 
our own ; but if cables fit for fervice were 
cut up, it was a grievance which called 
loudly for redrefs: the fales however, in 
allthe yards, were carried on under the 
immediate infpeétion of the cemmif- 
fioners, officers of rank and merit ; and 
who, he believed, from a regard for their 
own honour, would not fuffer fuch grofs 
practifes, as the honourable member com- 
plained of, to extit. As to the combi- 
nations he had mentioned, he rea!ly did 
not know of any means to prevent them, 
but thofe which were alieady in ufe: the 
fales were all advertifed ; and if people 
would not attend them, to break. the 
combinations, he faw no remedy, no 
more than there was in London, to pre- 
vent the combination of brokers at an 
auction; on the other hard, he had 
known feveral inftances, where the ad- 
miralty had, with a degree of hardfhip to 
captors, compelled them to fell their 
prizes to government, at a far inferior 
price, than they could have had at a re- 
pular fale. As for the tranfports, and 
the particular cafe mentioned by the ho- 
nourable member, where the freight colt 
ten times as much as the cargo, he could 
only fay, that fometimes fuch circum.

Lord Lifburne rofe to acquaint the 
Houfe, that the one thoufand five hundred 
pounds, which had been noticed in the 
citimates on the table yeflerday evening, 
as an item wanting explanation,. upon 
enquiry, he found he could fatisfy the 
Hoye upon.

HIS curious production at length con- 

vincesus, that the difcovery of a North- 
Wett paflage, between the continents of Afia 
and America, only exifts in idea, and is 
merely problematical. Many attempts have 
to accomplith this defign by va- 
rious euterprifing navigators, which have 
unfuccefsfully. We recolle& a 
long controverfy fo far back as the year 1744, 
upon the return of captain Chriftopher Mid- 
dieton from this enterprize. It arofe from 
an attack made upon that gentleman by Mr. 
Arthur Dobbs, who infinuated he had been 
bribed by the Hudfon’s Bay company, to 
conceal the real dijcovery he had made of

that paflage ; but the captain vindicated him- 
{elf with equal fpirit and found argument, 
and retorted Mr. Dobbs’s acculations upon 
himfelf in fuch a manner as compelled him 
to filence. i 

Having thus expreffed our opinion con- 
cermng the futility of purfuits with regard to 
a North-Welt paflage, we fthall not dwell 
any longer upon it, but prefent ovr readers 
with the account of the melancholy difafter 
that befel captain Cook at the ifland of 
O'why'hee, in about 19 degrees north lati- 
tude. 

« The next morning (February 14), at day 
light, the Difcovery’s large cutter, which 
had been fecured to the buoy, was milling ; 
thefe audacious rogues having contrived to 
carry it off in the courfe of the night, wits- 
out being perceived. ‘This was a theft which 
could not be everloaked on any account, as 
the lofs of fo capital a boat might prove of 
great confequence to usin the remaining part 
of the voyage. Capt.Clerke waited upon capt. 
Cook, and ififormed him of what had hap- 
pened. After fome deliberation, the beft 
method that could be thought of, (a method 
which, im other ifland:, had often been tried, 
and always met with Tuccefs) was to fecure 
the king; and the only way to do this was 
to invite him ou board, and then place cen- 
tries over him, after which we could make 
our own terms with then. dt was alfo 
thought advifable to fend boats to different 
parts of the bay, to prevent any of the na- 
tives from making their efeape in their ca- 
noes. Things being thus far futtied, the Re- 
folution’s great and fmall cutrer, attended 
by the Difcovery’s !mall cutter and jolly 
boat, all well manned and armed, wer, 
difpatched to the various parts of the bay, 
with orders to Rop all canoes that fheuld at- 
tempt to make their efcape, and if they 
proved refractory, to fire and kiil fome of 
them, as captain Cook was determined to 
let thei fee he gvas not be trifed with any 
lounger. In the interim, th: cuptain, with 
the lieutenant of marines, went in bis pin- 
nace, attended by the launch (in which were 
the marines and fome of the officers, all.well 
armed), to the N. W. point of the bay, where 
the king refided. ‘The natives, fufpecting 
pofhbly that fome exquiry would be mad 
relative to the boat, had allembled there in 
greater numbers than utual. 
the marines were drawn up in-a line upon 
the beach, with the ferjeant at their head, 
and captain Cook, with Mr Philips, pro- 
ceeded to the king’s houte; but not finding 
him there, enquired of the natives where | 
was, who told them he was at a hovfe not
